Pierce was badly bruised* and his 
back skinned. 

Pierce said he was going north on 
the lake road and as he crossed Voltz 
road Miss Johnson's car' struck him. 
"His cab landed in a field and the 
Johnson car in a ditch. He said' his 
cab is beyond repairs and the John- 
son car will need about $500 worth 
of repairs. 

Pierce was taking Miss Shnw from 
the Brenner farm where she had 
served as maid, to a train on her way 
home to Chicago. 

That the three escaped without 
more serious injury is considered 
fortunate in view of the damage to 
the cars.

One of the most cosily farm fires 
in this" area for some time was that 
last Thursday night at the Claywood 
farm of George Ylonen -three miles 
east and one mile south of the vil- 
lage. 

Forty-two head of young purebred 
Brown Swiss cattle, 7,000 bushels of 
oats, 4,500 bales of hay, and all of 
the dairy equipment were destroyed. 
The loss is estimated at $80,000. Tho 
cause, was spontaneous combustion. 

The fire had a big start when dis- 
covered by the caretaker, William 
Hynik and wife, and the assistant, 
George- Peterson and wife. The 
families were retiring when the re- 
flection through the windows reveal- 
ed that the top of the big 90x40 ft. 
building was ablaze. 

So big a satrt had the flames ob- 
tained that the men were unable to 
save the stock in the stalls. Most, of 
the animals were from a few days 
old to a year and a half old. Their 
frightened cries could be plainly 
heard. 

Five bulls in a pen near the barn 
were led to safety and more than 30 
milk cows and 45 other animals were 
on pasture and escaped the fire. 

The Antioch fire department was 
called and being unable to save the 
barn devoted its- efforts to saving 
other buildings which they did nice- 
ly. The wind was from the east and 
the Peterson house across the road 
was in the greatest danger. So in- 
tense was the heat on the building 
that water thrown on it turned to 
steam. 

Had the wind been from the north 
it is doubtful whether the other 
buildings could have been saved. 

The milk cows are being cared for 
at the O'Neil farm nearby. 

Mr. Ylonen, a Chicago business 
man, plans to rebuild the barn into 
a modern structure, but because of 
the scarcity of materials he fears he 
may""hor gel done much" more than 
the cement work this fall. His insur- 
ance was not great. 

He purchased the farm two years 
ago and since. that time has develop- 
ed a fine herd of the Brown Swiss" 
breed. 



Veterinarians Warn of 
Live Stock Poisoning 
From Certain Plants 



Here's a Way to Get Rid 
of Those Unwanted Gifts

ly and father-in-law, forgot that he 
had" not .put the lunch basket in the 
car trunk . as the result heard a 
crunching noise as he backed the car 
but and felt that sickening feeling. 

Instead of tears- Mrs, Rinehart 
broke into laughter when she viewed 
the contents of the picnic basket. Not 
one. dish of food was damaged but 
the- set of plates which she had been 
hoping to get rid of, was smashed 
to bits.

Livestock is in great danger of 
plant poisoning, the Illinois State Ve- 
terinary Medical Association warned 
today. "Illinois' dry, hot summer has 
caused short, brown pasturage and 
when pasturage is scant, animals are 
tempted to eat 'anything green," the 
Association said. As an ■ example, it 
named the leaves of the wild black 
berry. * 

"Ordinarily, livestock do not eat 
cherry leaves," the Association said. 
"The only sure precaution is to cut 
out all the trees before the stock get 
a chance at them, but every bit must 
be removed. Cows, especially, like 
the wilted leaves and will eat enough 
to become fatally poisoned. 

"Sudan grass can bc dangerous in 
certain soil and weather conditions; 
If we should get early hard frosts 
three will be danger of poisoning 
from corn, sorghum, acorns ' and 
thor nappies. Most of such poisoning 
is from Prussic acid, which works so 
fast that the only way to check it is 
to inject a counteracting substance 
directly into the animal's blood- 
stream. 

"Prevention and treatment of plant 
poisoning call for constant vigilance 
and correct care, especially during 
the coming season of drying pas-

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Get Ready For Winter 

Summer and early fall are the times for pre- 
paring homes for winter — with special attention paid 
to the elimination of fire hazards. 

One of the major causes of home fires is defec- 
tive heating units, ranging all the way from oil stoves 
.to central heating systems. Even the best of appliances 
become worn. Flues and chimneys become filled with 
soot. During the war, it was often impossible to ade- 
quately maintain heating plants due to shortages of 
parts and labor. There are still shortages, but not as 
severe as in the immediate past. The money spent will 
pay tremendous dividends in safety and security. 

Faulty electric wiring is still a major destroyer 
of homes. Important repairs should be made by a quali- 
fied electrician. Frayed cords should be replaced. Then, 
when your electrical equipment is subjected to the 
heaviest use, it will safely carry the load. 

Lastly, during the pleasant weather, homeowners 
should carry on a rigorous campaign to rid their pro- 
perty of junk. Thousands of fires have originated in 
attics and cellars and closets filled with old clothes, 
furniture, magazines, etc. Many fires have resulted 
from improper storage of paint, gasoline and other in- 
flammables. A clean and orderly house offers fire few 

opportunities.

"Sound Business and Sound Government" 

The electric power needs of the United States 
can be met by private enterprise — and there is no pos- 
sible economic justification ior spending more billions 
of the taxpayers' money for socialized power projects. 

As an example of that, a proposal made some 
time ago by eleven power companies in the Southwest 
is in point. These companies have offered to jointly 
absorb all of the power produced under the flood con- 
trol and power development projects of the proposed 
Southwestern Power Administration. They will buy the 
power at a price based on the Army Engineers' esti- 
mates of the cost of the projects. Any additional trans- 
mission facilities which are needed will be built by the 
companies— at their own expense. And, finally, the 
power will be resold to consumers at rates determined 



to be fair by the various state and Federal regulatory 
authorities. 

Commenting on this, the Iron County Register, 
of Ironton, Missouri, said: "The* proposed program . . . 
is basically sound economics, sound business and sound 
government. It will greatly accelerate the benefits pos- 
sible through river development; it will insure practical 
flood contol; it will save millions of dollars in tax 
funds; It will insure maximum return on the govern- 
ment's Investment in the project and it will benefit 
all, not just a few, of the people in the region, by re- 
ducing energy costs and keeping taxes' down ... If the 
Federal government disregards this highly beneficial 
proposal, then the people will have their answer that 
government has embarked upon its campaign of sociali- 
zing America regardless of cost, consequences, and In- 
dividual and collective liberty." 

It will be the duty of the next Congress'' to con- 
sider the proposal, and to establish a precedent of the 
widest importance. What private enterprise is offering 
to do in the Southwest can be done in every section of 
the country where the government has power dams. It 
is proof that the energies and resources of a free na- 
tion can save us from the blight of socialism.

Political Medicine 

It lias been said that proposals for all-inclusive 
government health insurance, to be financed by another 
payroll tax, are not intended to socialize the practice 
of medicine. It is true that the word "socialization" is 
never used in the text of such^ bills. But the very scope 
of the proposals would make eventual socialization in- 
evitable. 

First of all, the tax would produce from 54,000,- 
000,000 to 56,000,000,000 a year— and that would be a 
juicy plum indeed. -An enormous bureaucracy would 
have to be created to administer it. Control would be 
vested in Washington officeholders, who would write 
the rules and establish the procedures. That kind of 
concentration of authority is always a prelude to so- 
cialism. 

Secondly, the bureaucrats, most of them laymen, 
would by their spending power alone largely dominate 
doctors, hospitals and everyone and everything con- 
nected witth the practice of medicine. A doctor who 
didn't play ball with the politicians would risk a loss 
of revenue. Promotion would largely depend upon po- 
litical favor. And the standards of medical care would 
suffer tremendously. 

Regimentation is but the forerunner of socialism 
or communism. Once the doctor became enmeshed in the 
endless red tape of government, the next logical de- 
velopment would be to place him on the public payroll. 
Then we would have political medicine — at the expense 
of medical progress and the public health.
